UNITED  NATIONS,  ^.Y.,  May  23— (UPI)— Ceylon  was 
reported  working  behind  the  scenes  today  to  prevent  a major 
Security  Council  blowup  between  the  United  States  and  the 
Soviet  Union  over  U.S.  spy  plane  flights. 

Informed  sources  said  Sis  Claude  Corea  of  Ceylon,  pres- 
ident of  the  Security  Council  for  May,  was  considering  a com- 
promise resolution  that  would  express  disapproval  of  intelli- 
gence flights  by  planes  of  one  nation  over  territory  of  an- 
other. 

SUCH  A RESOLUTION,  if  it  avoided  direct  condemna- 
tion of  the  United  States  for  the  U-2  spy  plane  downed  in 
Russia,  might  stand  a chance  of  gaining  the  necessary  seven 
votes  of  the  11-member  council  without  a veto  by  any  of  the 
five  permanent  members. 

The  council  starts  debate  this 
afternoon  on  charges  by  the  Sov- 
iet Union  that  United  States  spy 
planes  over  Russia  constituted 
aggression. 

SOVIET  Foreign  Minister  An- 
drei Gromyko,  Nvho  flew  from 
Paris  to  present  the  case  him- 
self, was  expected  to  lead  off  the 
debate  and  probably  introduce  a 
draft  resolution  calling  for  con- 
demnation of  the  United  States. 

U.  S.  Ambassador  Henry  Ca- 
bot Lodge  was  expected  to  give 
his  first  rebuttal  immediately  af- 
terward. It  was  doubtful  that  any 
of  the  other  delegations  would 
speak  on  the  issue  today. 

THE  UNITED  STATES  has  ta- 
ken the  position  that  intelligence 
work  under  present  world  condi- 
tions and  particularly  in  view  of 
the  Soviet  Union’s  obsession 
with  secrecy  i£  necessary  to 
guard  against  surprise  attack. 

Eventually  the  United  States 
will  introduce  to  the  council 
President  Eisenhower’s  now  “op- 
en skies”  proposal  that  calls  for 
U.  N.  aerial  surveillance  of  stra- 
tegic areas  of  the  world — a con- 
cept the  Soviet  Union  already 
has  turned  down. 

LODGE  SPENT  the  weekend 
in  Washington  conferring  with 
President  Eisenhower  and  Sec- 
retary of  State  Christian  A.  Her- 
ter. 

On  his  arrival  back  in 'New 
York  yesterday  he  declined  to  go 
into  details  of  his  rebuttal  but 
said  he  would  not  be  drawn  into 
a “heated”  argument  by  Gromy- 
ko. He  said  he  would  present  his 
case  in  a “cool,  parliamentary, 
dispassionate  tone.” 

Besides  the  United  States  and 
Russia,  the  permanent  members 
of  the  council  are  Britain,  France 
and  Nationalist  China.  The  non- 
permanent members  this  year 
are  Ceylon,  Argentina,  Ecuador, 

Italy,  Poland  and  Tunisia. 

Poland  probably  would  be  the 
only  member  that  would  support 
a Soviet  condemnation  of  the 
United  States. 

Some  Security  Council  mem- 
bers were  reported  considering 
a resolution  that  would  express 
regret  at  the  collapse  of  the  sum- 
mit meeting  in  Paris  and  suggest 
that  it  be  reconvened.

Quake  Destruction  Mounts 


SANTIAGO,  CHILE,  May  23  — 
(UPI) — A disastrous  weekend  of  earth- 
quakes and  tidal  waves  left  the  Chilean 
coast  in  ruins  today  from  Concepcion  to 
Ancud,  500  miles  to  the  south. 

Official  reports  listed  at  least  205 
persons  dead  and  100  missing.  More 
than  1,000  were  injured,  about  200  of 
them  in  critical  condition. 

THE  INTERIOR  ministry  announc- 
ed all  coastal  towns  between  the  36th 
and  44th  parallels  had  suffered  varying 
degrees  of  destruction. 

The  sector,  extending  downward 
from  roughly  the  center  of  the  2,500 
mile  long  Chilean  land  strip,  includes 
the  cities  of  Talcahuano,  which  is  the 
Pacific  outlet  for  Concepcion,  Coronel, 
Lebu,  Valdivia,  Coral,  Maullin,  Puerto 
Montt,  Ancud,  Castro  and  Achao. 

ANCUD  apparently  took  the  brunt 
of  the  tidal  wave  which  was  triggered 
by  an  around-the-clock  seizure  of  earth 
tremors  that  began  Saturday.  At  least 
100  residents  of  the  Chiloe  Island  port 


were  missing  after  huge  waves  engulfed 
two  outlying  slum  sections  and  wrecked 
60  buildings  in  the  downtown  section. 

Most  coastal  town  residents,  warned 
by  a threatening  rise  in  tides,  took 'to 
higher  ground  before  the  waves  swept 
in,  officials  said. 

BREAKERS  30  feet  high  hit  Tal- 
cahuano, according  to  Chilean  Naval 
Chief  Adm.  Manuel  Quintana.  At  least 
two  large  ships  were  reported  to  have 
been  hurled  ashore. 

The  quakes  which  rippled  across  the 
whole  of  Chile  from  the  Andes  to  the 
coast — more  than  120  were  recorded 
yesterday  alone — ' ranged  from  very 
slight  to  an  intensity  of  eight  on  a seis- 
mograph scale  of  10. 

ONE  QF  THE  most  severe  was  felt 
800  miles  across  the  South  American 
continent  in  Buenos  Aires,  Argentina, 
where  residents  were  frightened  by  rat- 
tling windows  and  swaying  chandeliers. 

The  tremblors  did  their  worst  dam- 


age Saturday,  causing  129  deaths  and 
most  of  the  two-day  total  of  injuries. 
The  new  shocks  on  Sunday  claimed  67 
more  lives. 

ALTHOUGH  ruptured  communica- 
tions delayed  a complete  estimate  of 
property  damage,  officials  said  it  al- 
ready was  known  to  be  greater  than 
that  caused  by  “h  1939  earthquake  dis- 
aster in  which  30,000  persons  perished. 

U.S.  Ambassador  Walter  Howe  yes- 
terady  offered  American  aid  to  the  gov- 
ernment in  the  massive  program 
to  care  for  the  thousands  left  homeless 
by  the  twin  disasters. 

The  offer  included  food  and  medical 
supplies  stockpiled  in  the  Panama  canal 
zone. 

A mass  inoculation  program  designed 
to  prevent  epidemics  was  underway  in 
Concepcion,  a city  of  120,000  persons, 
which  lost  most  of  its  sanitation  facil- 
ities whe  nthe  quakes  first  struck  on 
Saturday.
